To. Give Physician 
Doctorate 



MeGUl University- will award an 
, honorary Doctorate -in Science' to 
Sr. John Alfred Ryle,' emlnenl Brit* 
Uh phyaician and ipcciallst in the 
, field of locial medicine, at a ape- 
'cial Convocation on' March- 2. The 
ceremony will be held in Moyse 
Hall at 8:30, it. wai decided at the 
last Senate' meeting, and Dr. Ryle 
will deliver ah address. 

Dr.^Ryle iai the head of Brilain's 
first Institute of Social Medicine, 
and if a professor of that subject 
at Oxford University. He received 
his' undergraduate medical ' educa 
'tion at Guy's Hospital, London, 
'where he was a Gold Medallist He 
has held a medical professorship 
at Cambridge, and was a Fellow 
of several colleges' there. He has 
been Lecturer and Professor at the 
Royal College of Physicians and at. 
'the Royal College of Surgeons. In 
addition, he has been Phyisician 
Extraordinary t(f the King for over 
10 years. 

Within this period he has held 
posts at Cuy's Hospital, and wa^ 
foir foiir years a member of the 
Medical Research Council. During 
the war he was Consultant Adviser 
to the Minister of Public Health 
in the Emergency Medical Service 
He has published medical books 
and made contributions to jour< 
nais.' ' 

Dr. Ryjes. ieels . that,.. w.H.h the 
sreat strides made in medical scien 
tific data and techniques "the most 
important science of all, that of 
man", -has not received due atten- 
tion. There must be a return to 
understanding of the state of the 
whole community in respect to the 
incidence of various diseases, an 
complete reliance cannot' be placed 
on objective tests. An important 
part of social medicine's field is to' 
bring about a return to "the study 
and assessment methods of the gen 
tral physician." 

On receiving tlie.^p^^Sc., Honoris 
Causa, Dr. Ryle wiU speak 'oh 
aspect of his branch of medicine. 
He is visiting Montreal under the 
sponsorslilp of McGill's Department 
of . Health and Social Hedtcine.

Greatest Lady Describes, United Nations 



Mrs. Roosevelt Gives Informal Press 
Conference— Sees Peace for Palestine

When we first saw Mrs. Roose- 
velt, we' were tremendously Im- 
pressed; when we heard her speak, 
our first impressions were confirm- 
ed. Here was the wholesome com- 
bination of wit, charm, and sincer- 
ity, which make her one of the 
foremost women of our time. And 
if this were not enough, she holds 
the convictions and the beliefs 
which, in essence, are simple and 
fundamental, yet at the same time 
evasive .and too likely to be for- 
gotten s-jÏ';-- 

REPORTERS LIKE QUESTIONS 



At. a press conference earlier in 
the day, Mrs. Roosevelt was at her 
informal best, and' we had the op- 
portunity to hear her answer ques- 
tions with tact and confidence. Re- 
porters from most of the local 
papers put questions to Mrs. Roose- 
velt ranging all the way from "Is 
this your first visit to Montreal?" 
to "What do you think of the Pal- 
estine Situation?" She ans^vered 
all questions with a soft, serious 
answer, which, however, could not 
hide the evër present undercurrent 
of charm and wit ' > 
., In her lighter moments, Mrs. 



Roosevelt confessed to the "gentle- 
men of the press" her reaction to 
belnjg|ctosen . as chairman of the 
H urn an* Rights Committee. "I 
didn't know the first thing about 
parliamentary procedure," she said. 
Among the only things she did 
know was that a motion had to be 
seconded, and how to deal with 
amendments to a , motion. She 
pointed out, however, that she was 
not long in lenrnlng.

Roosevelt cited the problem of dif- 
ferences in creed, custom, and con- 
stitution among the nations of the 
world; other misunderstandings 
were due to the different mcaa 
ings which various nations ascribe 
to the same words. She used as 
an example the word "democracy", 
explaining that it meant one thing 
to some people, and was interpret- 
ed quite differently by others. 

PEACEABLE SOLUTION TO

Answering a question on the 
Palestine problem, Mrs. Roosevelt 
praised the work done by the Jews 
in Palestine, and she thought that 
some peaceable solution could be 
reached^yKl.

Beatty Hall,' the students, re- 
sidence at the corner of Milton and 
University streets, will henceforth 
be known atf the Morris W.' Wilson 
Memorial Hall, it was announced 
yesterday by Dr. James. : 
. The building, in addition to' being 
a residencé, is also the headquart- 
ers of the United Theological Col- 
lege and residence for United Col- 
lege students.' It was originally 
called Wesleyan College and after 
1925 became the United Theological 
College. . i' 

During the first part of the war 
the. building waS' used to house 
R.C.A.F. radio . technicians. It then 
became a barracks for members 
of the University Army Course and 
finally ended :up- as a temporary 
hospital for war casualties. After 
the war it was renovated and the 
residence, section was named 
Beatty Hall, after the late Sir Ed- 
ward Beatty, at one time chan- 
cellor of the University. 

Dr. Wilson was the former chan- 
cellor of the University, being ap- 
pointed after, the death of Mr. 
Beatty. He served In thatr^capacity 
for two. and a half yeariTuntil his 
death in May of last year. He was 
an eminent banker and a .promin- 
ent member of St . James United 
Church, • . • • . ' . ■ ., '. . 

Mr. Beatty's former house on 
Pine Ave. will now be known as 
Beatty Hall. It _ was given to the 
University along with other Im- 
portant items, by his bcqueSt. The 
building is now the permanent 
home of the School of Graduate 
Nurses and the School, of Physio- 
therapy.

Foreign Scholarships Increase: 
Student Exchanges Available

From Europe, from South Amer- 
ica, from India, China, Turkey and 
Egypt students have been sent on 
scholarships to study at McGill in 
the past ten years. Some have been 
sent by the governments of their 
own countries, others by private 
organizations, and still others by 
taking advantage of grants made 
by McGill. 

The Turkish' Government has 
sent a number of students to study 
engineering at McGill. They look 
degrees In Mining and Metallurgi- 
cal Engineering in 1042 and '43. 
Some entered, with, advanced 
standing due to previous study in 
Europe, and two reached Montreal 
by devious routes, - escaping from 
Belgium as the Germans Invaded. 
Several did post-graduate work at 
American universities, one man 
publishing a research paper on the 
chromite deposits of his own coun- 
try. 

India too has sent men to study 
engineering and applied science at 
McGilL .

subsidizing graduate students in 
water power, engineering, pulp and 
paper, and agricultural chemistry. 
The first group came last summer, 
and more expected, including peo- 
ple sent by the Tata Foundation. 

China has sent numbers of stu- 
dents to study in Great Britain and 
the Dominions under rather differ- 
ent circumstances. After the Boxer 
Rebellion at the turn of the cen- 
tury, she was forced, to pay Brit- 
ain an indemnity.

For one interesting 
hour the charm, wit, and profotmd convictions 
of Mr*. "Eleanor Roosevelt captured the atten- 
tion of both students and staff of the tmiversity. 
The woniàn who^àd. achieved the title of 'first 
làdy' in the Unite^^ates, was yesterday 'first 
lady' of McGill University. . " '

We cannot help but" express btir deepest grsù-, 
til'dè to Mrs. Roosevelt for ohpé again bringing 
to our attention tho.«c things which we are en- 
tirely too prone to forget. In our noccs^nrily 
confined lives, we tend to lose sight of our brond 
objectives -- the desire to live In peace and 
tcurity..

slum yetterday afternoon. Upitalrt, In an open 
cornre-wlndow of the Otfleari' Meii, wa were di- 
rectly above her car when she itepped out of It 
and wai greeted by Principal Jamai. Wt heard 
grtetlngi exchanfed and could lee her quite clearly 
as she spol<e with the little knot of people cluttered 
about her car. In a very few )nlnutei the came up 
to the pfficeri' Meii. It became difficult to kaep in 
mind the Impertanea of her poiltlon, at various stud- 
ents were introduced to her, and aha tpoka to^hem. 
I hive never sten or heard anyone who spoke^'with 
such complete absente of pretenie, with more eise 
and dignity, or Who teemed to be a more direct and 
timple human being. 

It wat during her speech that ona wai over- 
whelmingly .aware that the it, among many who may 
not be to, a person of cood will. She latd that the 
thought It was thé duty of the UN representatives 
to try to make their peoples undèrttand other na- 
tioni. Mrt. Rootevelt herself performt her duty mov- 
ingly. One fëëll that hère It a pirton who la to 
genuinely horrified by the Ides of world disunity 
and consequent annihilation, that she it working with 
all her Intelligence and itrength, tolerance and 
underitanding. to pull our one world into shape. 
I think, few people can estimate ^Vhat it costs her. 

Tlie 'gymn was at silent at It hat ever been in 
its most Solemn moments, and aa I looked around 
me, I thought thtt I had seldom seen its occupants 
listen with a greater intensity of admiration on their 
faces. A few of Mrt. Rootevcit't words sum up 
her working principlct and the spirit which emanates 
from' her. They can well be quoted here: "It Is only 
by working together," the said, "that we come to 
understand each other .... the work that goea on 
day by day . . . Is what counts. We have to try to 
underitand the other perion's approach. If we want 
to destroy our civilization, I don't think it would 
take ui very long ... To talk ideas Is not enough 
. . . You've got to live demoeraey, day In and day 
out. .

FEATURES OBOIST 

Varied chamber music combina- 
tlont fèalbring the McOlll String 
Quartet were heard IViday night 
at the Hermitage. The outstanding 
guest oboist, Lois Wànn, thowed 
an admirable, keen sense of musical 
taste, surety of phrasing, and 
handling of musical ornaments, as 
was heard In the Sonata In A minor 
for Oboe and String Trio by the 
18th century composer. Carlo Tet- 
tarini. Her good blendlnga of tone 
added immensely to the evening's 
entertainment of chamber music. 

It wat the Oboe Quartet in F 
major by Mozart, that Mis Wann 
proved her capable handling of the 
intricate, florid oboe passages. She 
also performed on the English 
Horn In Mr. Brolfi "Songs of Con- 
templttion," bringing sonority and 
deep expression to thete works 
which depicted morbidity and u^ter 
pathos. At times her broad vibrato 
resembled an alto saj^ophoné. A 
string double bati was addid'to the 
quartet in Ma Oput. 

A Beethoven Duo for violin and 
cello was added tt a novelty com- 
bination. Superficiality seemed to 
mar the niutle and the parfor* 
mance, owing to the trinspareney 
of exprettlon In iiich a medium. 

Most Interesting, musically, was 
Haydn's Quartet, "The Quintan,", 
which was taken at a happy pace 
and fervid impertinence. It was 
mott unfortunate that thé three 
lower-voiced faiitruments- took an 
Inferior attitude In the ensemble.
